EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. The claims are allowable over the closest prior art of record, Sasamoto et al. (JP 
01306647) because the prior art do not teach or fairly suggest the instantly claimed 
steps of forming a seat belt. The claims are also allowable over Van Leeuwen et al. (US 
4,473,617) because this reference does not teach or fairly suggest dyeing with disperse 
dyes after forming a seat belt from colored yarns.
